The  obverse  die  is  the  same  as  appears  on  the  60mm 
George  Illlarms  Indian  Peace  medals,  struck  from  about 
1760  to  the  opening  years  of  the  19th  century.  The 
reverse  is  the  same  as  Stahl  22.  The  medal  was  struck 
both  solid  and  as  two  silver  shells  joined  by  an  encir- 
cling band.  At  least  one  is  known  in  a metal  other  than 
silver,  said  to  be  pewter.  The  hanger  is  the  same  type  as 
seen  on  the  Jamieson  plate  Lion  and  Wolf  medal  as  well 
as  the  George  Illlarms  medals  plated  as  Stahl  20  and 
21;  it  is  quite  different  from  the  plain  hanger  on  the  New 
Netherlands'  48th  Sale  specimen.  The  Lion  and  Wolf 
medal  used  to  be  described  as  struck  to  commemorate  the 
suppression  of  the  Pontiac  Conspiracy,  but  given  the  long 
life  of  the  obverse  such  exact  dating  is  untenable.

This  bridge  over  the  Hudson  River  was  constructed  in 
1804,  and  underwent  repairs  in  1815  when  it  was  covered 
and  side-boarded.  It  was  built  in  four  spans  totaling  797  feet, 
crossing  from  Waterford  to  Lansingburg.  The  bridge  was 
later  modified  at  various  times  to  accept  streetcars,  interur- 
ban  cars,  and  pedestrian  traffic.  The  bridge  burned  in  a 
spectacular  fire  on  July  10,  1909. 

Although  the  Atwood-Coffee  Catalogue  of  United  States 
and  Canadian  Transportation  Tokens  lists  several  of  the 
following  tokens  as  vulcanite  (hard  rubber),  it  is  the  opinion 
of  the  cataloguer  that  some  are  really  pressed  fibre,  and  are 
so  described.

The  reverse  of  the  American  eagle  gold  bullion 
coin,  authorized  in  1985,  was  designed  by  Dallas 
sculptor  Miley  Busiek.  She  was  convinced  of  the 
importance  of  the  concept  of  the  family,  and  that  it 
should  be  conveyed  on  the  nation’s  coinage  to  sym- 
bolize peace,  hope  and  good  will. 

Because  she  had  followed  with  professional  and 
personal  interest  Mrs.  Busiek’s  campaign  for  the 
eagle  family  design  from  the  time  it  was  a fledgling 
sketch,  Margo  Russell,  editor  emeritus  of  Coin 
World,  was  invited  to  strike  one  of  the  first  coins.  It 
is  this  coin  that  we  offer. 

The  coin  is  also  known  to  numismatists  as  the 
"slimmed  down”  version  of  Saint-Gaudens’  Double 
Eagle  design  of  1907-1933.  Treasury  Secretary 
James  A.  Baker  III  requested  the  obverse  design  be 
brought  into  the  style  dictates  of  the  80’s. 

After  Treasury  Secretary  Baker  and  Mrs.  Busiek 
and  their  families  struck  coins,  each  of  those  who 
took  part  in  the  West  Point  ceremony  were  allowed  to 
purchase  the  coin  they  struck.

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MEDAL  CABINET 

ONCE  THE  PROPERTY  OF  VICTOR  D.  BRENNER  'a 


194  This  elegant  cabinet  was  once  the  property  of  Victor  D.  Brenner,  one  of  America’s  leading  medallic  sculptors  and 
the  designer  of  the  Lincoln  Cent.  It  is  a turn-of-the-century  piece  in  the  Queen  Anne  style,  consisting  of  two  parts:  a 
mahogany  desk  with  one  long  drawer  and  two  small  drawers,  and  the  cabinet  proper,  which  sits  atop  the  desk.  The 
cabinet  has  dark  veneered  doors,  and  inside  are  68  narrow  drawers  that  are  ideal  for  storing  a coin  or  medal  collection. 

The  Brenner  cabinet  measures  60'/2  inches  in  height  36  inches  wide,  and  15  inches  deep.  It  has  recently  been  cleaned 
and  restored. 

Brenner,  who  was  an  active  and  enthusiastic  member  of  the  American  Numismatic  Society,  designed  six  of  the 
Society’s  medals,  as  well  as  the  triple  oak  leaf  ANS  logo  which  is  still  in  use.  In  this  cabinet,  he  stored  his  personal 
collection  of  medals;  his  own  works  and  those  of  artists  whom  he  admired,  as  well  as  casts  of  cameos  and  Renaissance 
medals  which  he  acquired  in  this  student  days  in  Paris.  After  his  death  in  1924,  the  cabinet  and  its  contents  were  kept 
by  his  widow,  Ann  Reed  Brenner,  who  bequeathed  the  cabinet  and  collection  to  a nephew,  David  R.  Lit. 

In  1987,  Lit  donated  the  cabinet  and  entire  collection  to  the  ANS,  expecting  that  the  cabinet  would  be  sold.  Great 
interest  and  value  derives  from  its  documented  association  with  one  of  the  most  important  names  in  American 
numismatics.
